(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publicaton in the Official Gazette.

rules. 

3- Number of post, classification and scale of pay—Tho number of the said posts, their classification and tli 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule.

5- Disqualification—No person— 

(a) who has entored into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and. the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt 
any person fmm the operation of this rule. 

6- Power to relax—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Comm, 
ssion’ relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7, Saving—Nothing iu those rules '.hall aJTect re o vations, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castcts’ the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories 
of persons, in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Mixed Masala Powders Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall apply to mixed masala powders prepared 
in India. 




1*9.5 
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(3) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in tlic Cificud Gazette. 

2. Definitions—In these rules, unless the context otherwise, 
requires,— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser" means the Agricul¬ 

tural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India ; 

(b) “Authorised packer" means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a Certificate of Autho¬ 
risation to grade and mark the mired masala powdeis 
in accordance with the grade standards ami proce¬ 
dure specified in these rules ; 


(3) Each package shall be securely closed in the manner 
suggested by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser from time 
to time. 

(4) Suilpble number of consumer packs containing graded 
material of the same grade designation and from the same 
lot/batch may be packed in master containers such as 
wooden/carboard cases. 

7. Method of marking,—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to or clearly and indelibly prin ed 
on each container as suggested by the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Adviser front time to time. 


(c) “Certifierte of Authorisation” means a certificate 

issued under the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988 ; 

(d) “Mixed masala powders” merns mixtures of two or 

more spices in powdered form, with or without 
addition of edible starch, edible oil and edible 
common salt ; 

(e) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these 

rules. 

(f) “Spices" includes Cardamom, Pepper, Chilly, Ginger, 

Turmeric, Coriander, Cumin, Fennel, Fennugreek, 
Celery, Aniseed. Bishopsweed, Caraway, Dill, Cinna¬ 
mon, Cassia, Garlic, Curry leaf, Kokum, Mint, 
Mustard, Parsley, Pomegranate seed, Saffron, Vanilla, 
Tejpat,ctc. 

3. Grade designation.—The grade designation to indicate 
the quality of nrxed masala powders of varying trade descrip¬ 
tions shall be as set out in column (.1) of the ScLcdultsTII 
to XIV. 

4. Definition of quality,—The quality indicated by such 
grade designation shall be as set out, against such designation, 
in columns (2) to (9) of the Schedules III to XIV. 

5. Grade designation marks.—The grade designation marks 
shall consist of,— 

(1) a label specifying name or trade description of the 

product, grade designation and bearing a design 
consisting of an outline map of India with the word 
“AGMARK" and the figure of rising sun with the 
words “Produce of India” and "rttspj gerot’ 
resembling the one as set out in schedule I ; or 

(2) “AGMARK replica” consistir.it of a design incorporat¬ 

ing the number of Certificate of Authorisation, the 
word “AGMARK”. name or trade description of the 
product, grade designation and resembling the one 
as sot out in Schedule-!! ; 

Provided that the use of AGMARK replica in lieu of 
AGMARK labels shall be allowed only to such 
authorised packer who has been, on an application 
made in writing, to the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this regard 
and the necessary permission granted by such Advi¬ 
ser or officer. 

6. Method of packing.—(1) The mixed masala powders 
shall be oacked in new. clean and sound containers made of 
juto or cloth or tinplate with inner lining or 200 gauge high 
density polyethylene or in sound and clean glass bottles or 
in new sound and clean pouches of 200 gauge polypropylene 
or high density polyethylene or containers in the form of 
bottles, jars, cans or pouches made or laminated/extrusioned] 
nictfdliscd/multilayer food grade plastic materials. 

(2) The containers shall be frre from insect infestation, 
fungus contamination. deleterious substances and any un¬ 
desirable or obnoxious smell. 


(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the follow¬ 
ing particulars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on 
each container, namely 

(a) Name and address of the packer, 

(b) Place of packing, 

(c) Date of packing in month and year, 

(d) D.ae of expiry (wherever applicable). 

(e) Lot [batch number, i 

(f) Net weight, 

(g) Names of ingredients used in the product in descend- 

it a order of composition by we:j’ht, 

(h) Name of edible oil used for frying If the spices and 
condiments were fried in oil before grinding. 

NOTE.—The date of pnekmg shall be the date on 
wh'ch the analysis of the cample of mixed massala 
powder wm, completed. 

(3) The Authorised packer may, with prior approval of 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised 
by him in th's regard, affix his private tiadc mark or trade 
brand on the graded packages : 

Provided that the private trade mark or trade brand does 
not ind caie different quality other than that ind’cate.J by 
the grade designation mark affixed to the package. 

8. Specii l conditions for grant of cert : icate of autho ra¬ 
tion.—In addition to ; lie general conditions specified in sub¬ 
rule (8) of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988, the following shall be the additional conditions 
for grant of Certificate of Authorisation foi Rinding and 
marking of mix mas..la powders, namely :— 

(1) Tits Authorised packer shall either set ur his own 

laboratory w ih all necessary apparatus and chemi¬ 
cals, manned by a qualified chemist approved by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
rnthorised m this tegard for tc ting the qua i: ty of 
tpices and condiments and also the qualify of mix 
masala powder or have access to the Stale grad'ng 
laboratory or private commercial laboratory ap¬ 
proved tor the purpose. 

(2) The premises for processing, blending, grinding and 

packing shall be maintained in perfect hvg'enic a'd 
snnitoiy conditions and the personnel engaged in 
these operations shall be in sound health and free 
from any contagious d’seuse. 

(3) The authorised packer shall maintain proper record 

of spices and condiments used in preparing erchi 
lot I batch of mix masala powders and shall submit 
the periodical returns in the proforma suggested by 
the Agricultural Marketing Advise! perta nine to 
the grading work to the Directorate oE Marketing 
and Inspection, Government of India,

SAMBAR POWDER- 

Standard Grade (a) shall be obtained by grinding clean, dry and wholesome spices and condiments such as 

coriander, cumin, fenugreek, chillies, peeper, turmeric, ginger, cardamom, poppy seeds, 
caraway, tejpatla, mace, nutmeg, garlic, asafoetida, mustard, set/same, coconut, etc.* 
with or without roasting or frying in edible oil;
